A DECREE issued by the Nazi police administrator 
in the Polish town of Torun gives evidence of the ruthless 
and brutal treatment of the Polish population by the con- 


quering. Germans. 


Dated October 27, 1939, it be- 
gins: .: 
“In order“ fo curb the insolent 
behaviour. af a part of the 
Polish population, I decree’ as 
follows: 


‘The Polish ‘inhabitants of beth 
sexes are obliged to make way in 
the strects before - represcntatives 
of the German Authority in so far 
as the Intter can be recognised by 
thelr uniforms or arm-badges. 
The streets belong .to the victors 
and not to the vanquished.” 

It goes on to order Poles to uncover 
before Nazi oMcials, and forbids 
them to use the “Heil Hitler” grect- 
ing.

By 1922 it had risen to $18,653,003, in 1925 it was,
